Vessels Dominated by Ger-

many Likely to Be De-

clared Enemy Craft

Washington, Aug, 10,

Exactions which Germany is forcing
the neutral shipping of the wprld to ac-
cept are becoming Irksome to the Allied
governments, It was learned today.

In official circles It Is expected steps
to counteract the German Influence will
be taken. One thing suggested Is that
neutral shipping dominated by Germany
be classed as enemy vessels.

The situation was brought to the front
by the recent action of a Swedish ship
In unloading its cargo destined for
Uruguay at New York under orders
from Swedish sources.

Germany declared
when 51 per cent of the ship of any
nation are In Allied service, all ships
of that nation will be regarded as enemy
ships.

LOSE THEIR

MEDITERRANEAN GRIP

Sinkings Only 10 Per Cent of
Former Toll Five Sub- -

marines Sunk

By the United Press
Rome, Aug. 10.

Admiral Delbono, Minister of Marine,
In nn Interview here today, declared that
shipping losses as the result of
operations In Mediterranean and Adriatic
waters are only a tenth ot what they
were last year.

"Activity of tho enemy's In

the Mediterranean and Adriatic has been

greatly reduced, thanks to the brilliant
achievements of the navy," tho admiral
said. "Last year tho number of tor-

pedoed ships averaged 5 per cent. This
year's average Is one-flft- h of 1 per
cent.

"Italy sustained the heaviest losses
during April, 1917, when seventeen
steamers were sunk. Last April only
three were lost. In May und June, lMii,
twenty were sunk. In the same moriuio
this year there were only six.

"Regardless of enemy losses, In addi-
tion to which thero Is reason
to believe were either damaged or sunk,
I can positively nnnounce that In the
last few months live enemy submarines
were sunk and the crews of some cap-

tured.
"A few days ago a destroyer engaged

and sank a In the Adrlntlc. A
few days later our submarine F-1-2 at-

tacked and sank an enemy while
a destroyer sank a third In a channel
much used by Allied steamers."
